host seminar March 19

AGAWAM — For residents looking into 
alternative energy, the Agawam Energy 
Commission will host a free residential solar 
power seminar at Agawam Public Library, 
located on Cooper Street, on Tuesday, March 
19 from 6:30 to 8 p.m. 

The seminar, “Solar Made Simple,” will be 
presented by Corey Bullock, a representative 
of Solar City, LLC., a residential solar power 
company founded in 2006 with customers lo- 
cated in 14 states, including Massachusetts, 
according to Joel Cummings, chair of the 
town’s energy commission. 

Last fall, after the energy commission failed 
in its attempt to get Agawam designated as a 
green community, its members met to discuss 
a change in direction, said Cummings. It was, 
he said, the second time in three years that the 
green communities proposal failed to pass a 
city council vote. 

Instead of going back to put together a third 
proposal, the energy commission decided to 
switch gears, said Cummings. 

“We decided to move into an educational 
type of role,” he said. 

In order to help residents think in terms of 
energy conservation — both now and in the 
future - Cummings said the commission has 
opted to put together three energy informa- 
tion centers around town in order to provide 
free resources for anyone looking to be more 
energy efficient. Those information centers 
will be located at Agawam Town Hall, Aga- 
wam Senior Center, and Agawam Public Li- 
brary. The purpose, he said, is so residents 
“can just walk by and grab a brochure at their 
leisure and contact us if they have to.”

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Honoring Iwo Jima veterans 


Heritage Hall holds special ceremony

AGAWAM - The are so many veterans of 
the numerous wars, and more recently, many 
more who are making their way home from 
tours in Afghanistan. 

But there is still a small group remaining 
from a little battle called Iwo Jima. 

That battle during World War II was one 
of the biggest battles to many Americans, in- 
cluding Joe Maruca who said he still remem- 
bers being at Iwo Jima the day the American 
flag was raised. 

“T think I cheered as loud as I could when I 
saw the flag go up,” the Marine veteran said. 
“T worked at Iwo Jima in an airfield as a part 
of a group.” 

Maruca and three other local men were 
honored last Saturday at Heritage Hall in 
Agawam for their service at Iwo Jima. The 
program was put on by the Agawam Veterans 
Council and hosted by Heritage Hall, which 
has an Iwo Jima veteran as a resident. 

“Joe Oleskiewicz has been living with us 
here for the past few years and we started 
having this ceremony,” said Melinda Bold- 
uc, activities director at Heritage Hall. “We 
worked really closely with the Veterans 
Council and the veterans agent to make this 
event possible.” 

The activities room at Heritage Hall West 
was filled with residents of the nursing home 
community as well as family members of 
the honorees and members of the Veterans 
Council. 

Veterans Council Chairman Christopher 
Sanchez said it is important to honor those 
who served in World War II so many years 
ago, and gave certificates of appreciation to 
the four men being honored, Oleskiewicz, 


Maruca, Bud Williams, 
Forge. 

Though difficult, Sanchez invited each 
Marine to talk about their experience at Iwo 
Jima. Maruca was the most vocal, express- 
ing great pride at being able to serve the 
country at Iwo Jima and being there for such 
an important day in the country’s history. 

He told the residents of Heritage Hall he 
returned home to start a family and operate a 
business, Winchester Auto School. 

“T am very thankful to have served the 
country and be 87 years old and still get up 
and go to work at the driving school,” said 
Maruca. 

He recalled, like many others, that he 
joined the military at age 17 with friends and 
went through boot camp. He said he went 
through a few different assignments before 
landing in Iwo Jima. 

DeForge also recalled being in Iwo Jima 
when the American flag was raised. 

“Tt was quite an experience,” he said. 

Williams shared how he returned home 
and was set to be married years later when 
he was called away to serve in the Korean 
War. 

“T was married for just six days and I had 
to leave again for Korea,’ DeForge said. 
“Once you’re a Marine, they always have 
you.” 

Oleskiewicz summed up the thoughts of 
the four men when he briefly recalled seeing 
the flag raised. 

“T saw the flag raised and I thanked God I 
came home in one piece,” said Oleskiewicz. 

The event included time for people to 
interact with the veterans and refreshments 
were served at the gathering courtesy of 
Heritage Hall.

Neighbors helping 
neighbors 


L the weeks since Winter Storm Nemo 
struck the region, we at Agawam Ad- 
vertiser News have received a number of 
complaints from residents about the lack of 
plowing that has taken place on local side- 
walks, and we feel it’s an important enough 
issue on which to take a stand...again. 

One resident, who lives in the Silver 
Street area near Stevenson Lane, emailed us 
to lament the fact that anyone walking on the 
sidewalk to get to either Dunkin’ Donuts or 
CVS has to walk on the street several times 
because of the snow. 

And with follow-up “storms” predicted 
— like the one that was forecasted for last 
weekend that brought little more than rain 
and the occasional flurry — we think it’s nec- 
essary to remind our readers that it’s their 
responsibility to ensure the safety of pedes- 
trians who utilize the sidewalks. In the after- 
math of a storm, residents should clear snow 
from not only their sidewalks, but also from 
fire hydrants that may be near their prop- 
erty. 

But that’s not all. As the daytime tem- 
peratures slowly creep above freezing and 
the remnants from these storms melt (and 
refreeze at night), it’s important to keep 
sidewalks sanded to ensure that those using 
them can do so safely, without the risk of 
falling on ice. 

According to Mayor Richard A. Cohen, 
it’s stipulated in town bylaws that it is the 
responsibility of the residents to clear side- 
walks. As a result, municipal dollars, per- 
sonnel and equipment cannot be used to 
clear them, he said. 

We know that not everybody is physically 
capable of shoveling their driveways, never 
mind their sidewalks — pregnant women, 
the elderly, or individuals warned by medi- 
cal professionals to refrain from heavy lift- 
ing, for example — so perhaps this is where 
that old adage “neighbor helping neighbor” 
comes into play. If you have a neighbor (or 
two) who is unable to clear the snow by 
themselves, consider lending a hand and do- 
ing it for them. In this instance, the benefit of 
doing so (having safe sidewalks) is equal to 
the reward (knowing you’ve done something 
nice for another).

Supporting governor’s 
measures 


To the editor: 

Over the past decade tax cuts in our state 
have substantially reduced revenue with dra- 
matic reductions in nearly every state pro- 
gram. From 2000-2012 Agawam lost 37.8 
percent in local aid, adjusted for inflation 
(www.ourcommunities.org). Many critical 
state programs have been damaged if not 
destroyed. 

Last year, the PVTA (Pioneer Valley Transit 
Authority) proposed 2013 budget would have 


increased fares for individual transportation in 
Agawam from $2.50 to $7.50 each way. Com- 
munity groups protested the increases, but 
without significantly more state revenue the 
proposal will doubtless come again. 

We need adequate revenue to protect the 
things we care about, that matter like our 
schools, drinking water, parks, roads, public 
safety systems, and services to older resi- 
dents such as meals on wheels and in-home 
care. 

Per the U.S. Census, Massachusetts 
ranked 25th in taxes in FY-2010 (www. 
massbudget.org - enter Massachusetts Tax 
Ranking in search). Gov. Deval Patrick has 


saved billions by reducing inefficiency and 
waste, addressing long-term liabilities, state 
workforce reductions, controlling healthcare 
and energy costs, reforming transportation 
and more. 

The governor’s proposed revenue reform 
protects lower and moderate-income earners 
by roughly doubling the personal exemp- 
tion. About 50 percent of taxpayers, includ- 
ing most earning up to $60,000 per year 
would pay the same or less. Only those in 
the extreme upper income brackets would 
pay significantly more. Another revenue 
reform proposal, “An Act to Invest in Our 
Communities” which also protects low and

middle-income families has been filed in the 
Legislature. 

The exact form revenue reform takes 
needs serious consideration and ultimately 
the Legislature will come up with its own 
plan to send to the Governor. We should 
all, however, be able to agree that: our state 
needs substantially more new revenue; rev- 
enue must be raised in a fair way; and many 
services in the state need to be addressed 
to invest now for long-term growth and our 
current and future well-being.

for the renovation and rehabilitation of the 
historic structure, which is contingent upon 
the receipt of a $100,000 grant from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. The 
council voted 7-4 in favor of the the first res- 
olution with councilors George Bitzas, Don- 
ald Rheault, Cecilia Calabrese and Robert 
Magovern voting no. The vote to apply for 
the $100,000 “Massachusetts Preservation 
Projects Fund” grant was unanimous. 

Earlier this week, Calabrese told Agawam 
Advertiser News that she was “disgusted” 
with the proposal that was put before the 
council. 

“What was really annoying me was how 
disingenuous the proposals were because 
we’ve always been told ‘We want to preserve 
the barn,” Calabrese said. ““What we’re go- 
ing to end up with is a barn shaped rec cen- 
ter. That barn is not going to be preserved; 
it’s going to be converted into something 
else that just so happens to be shaped like 
a barn.” 

Bitzas agreed, stating that he was in favor 
of spending money to restore the structure 
without converting it. 

“T love the barn. It’s beautiful and Pll do 
the best to preserve it, [but] I want the barn 
to be as a barn,” he said. 

Over a dozen people — including Agawam 
Planning and Community Development Di- 
rector Deborah Dachos; Marguerite Rodney, 
director of historic preservation at Crosskey 
Architects, the firm hired by the town for the 
project; members of the Agawam Commu- 
nity Preservation Committee and Historical 
Commission; and residents — spoke to the 
council in favor of the resolutions (See side- 
bar story.) 

Feeding Hills resident Billy Chester asked 
the council to keep the structure as a barn; 
to spend $60,000 to shore up the barn and 
ensure that it’s safe, and “leave it at that.” 

Likewise, Taylor Newton suggested that 
the barn be preserved for use as an educa- 
tion resource for local school children in- 
stead of the multi-season use that has been 
proposed. 


“You could get a lot of farm implements 
and other farm family type things donated or 
lent to the use of it for that particular pur- 
pose, but I think it’s certainly in keeping 
with the town’s history and the prior use of 
the structure,” he said, adding, “In terms of 
cost, I think it certainly would be a lot less 
than possibly some of these other ideas that 
have been floated.” 

Calabrese supported that idea. 

“Keep the barn as a barn and use it as a 
farming museum to celebrate the rich cultur- 
al farming heritage of the town of Agawam,” 
she said. 

But Councilor Gina Letellier cautioned the 
council that it wasn’t voting on the ultimate 
use of the barn, but rather to expend funds to 
restore/rehabilitate the building, including a 
new foundation, sills, siding, windows and 
doors, and a handicap lift to conform with 
the Secretary of Interior’s Standards for Re- 
habilitation. 

“TI want to remind everyone that we are 
not voting on a four-season barn,” Letellier 
said. “We’re not voting on plumbing, we’re 
not voting on bathrooms, we’re not voting 
on a kitchen. We’re voting on the applica- 
tion before us which is for $315,000 from 
the CPA and then to ask for $100,000 from 
the Historical Commission.” 

She went on to state that regardless of how 
the building is used, it needs to be handicap 
accessible, and that was why she was in fa- 
vor of the proposal. 

The council voted to amend the resolution 
so that it was contingent upon the receipt of 
the $100,000 Massachusetts Preservation 
Projects Fund grant. 

Despite not being in favor of the barn re- 
habilitation project, Calabrese said she voted 
in favor of the resolution to apply for the 
$100,000 grant because “it’s taxpayer mon- 
ey coming back to the town. 

“If the town is going to go forward with 
the project that I’m opposing, if we can at 
least get additional funding for it, it kind of 
takes the sting out,” she said. 

That resolution passed 7-4. The vote to ap- 
ply for the $100,000 grant was unanimous.

Residents weigh in on School Street Barn project

AGAWAM — Over a dozen people at- 
tended the Agawam City Council meeting 
scheduled for Feb. 19, to voice their sup- 
port (or lack thereof) for the School Street 
Barn resolutions on which the council 
later voted. 

Several of the individuals who spoke 
— including Richard Bennett, a member 
of the Agawam Community Preservation 
Committee and Historical Commission; 
Ceil Rossi, amember of Agawam Cultural 
Council and Agawam Community Artists; 
former councilor Jill Messick; and Com- 
munity Preservation Committee member 
Corrine Wingard — have been vocal about 
their support of the barn in the past. 

While some of the speakers were in fa- 
vor of the barn rehabilitation project mov- 
ing forward, there were a few individuals 
who went on the record stating that the 
barn should be kept as a barn. 

Deborah Dachos, director of planning 
and community development, said the 
School Street Barn is more than just a 
barn. 

“What was the importance of a barn in 
the 1800’s,” she asked. “Barns were more 
than utilitarian structures. They were 
signs of prestige and success. The early 
farmers did not have the resources to con- 
struct a barn and had to farm for many 
years to be able to afford one. When the 
day came, the raising of the barn was a 
community event and a celebration of the 
farmer’s good fortune. It’s a sad com- 
mentary on our modern society that many 
of us don’t know where food that we buy 
at the grocery store comes from. Corpo- 
rate farming has driven many farmers off 
the land and the barns that once were seen 
throughout New England are gone.” 

According to Bennett, the project esti- 
mate that the town received has “exceeded 
what we had expected. 

“T think we may all agree that the resto- 
ration of the barn is worthwhile,” he said. 
“We cannot let this barn fail so I think if 
we do approve the money or the applica- 
tion for the money tonight, this is a good 
long-term step to preserve the structure 
for future use.” 

Feeding Hills resident Sahar Kafi called 
the School Street Barn “one of the best 
projects” in town. 

“As Agawam becomes more developed, 
I feel that the barn is one of the things that 
we have left that ties us to the history of 
a rustic feeling of a farming town,” said 
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Kafi. 

Barry Street resident Helen Chester 
said she hoped the building would retain 
its historical significance. 

“Recently the barn was listed in the 
National Register of Historic Places,” she 
said. “To expend funds to alter it to the 
extent that it would be transformed into 
some sort of banquet house with plumb- 
ing, heat, air conditioning, restrooms, and 
a kitchen would, I believe, change its true 
historic significance not to mention the ul- 
timate cost to the city for maintenance.” 

Rossi thought the rehabilitated barn 
could prove useful for town events such 
as the annual SummerFest concerts. 

“Phelps School right now is at capaci- 
ty,” said Rossi. “Once the second phase of 
the School Street Park happens, the barn 
would be a great asset for arts and crafts, 
for our young kids, for the SummerFest 
as well.” 

Agawam Cultural Council member 
Carolyn Reed said the cultural council 
lends its “enthusiastic support’ to the 
School Street Barn project. 

“From our point of view, we continue 
to believe that the renovated barn could 
serve as an interesting multi-use, multi- 
seasonal cultural space,’ Reed said. “At 
the present time, the Cultural Council 
must rely on the Agawam Public Library 
or the Senior Center to present our very 
popular Applause series featuring diverse 
arts groups once a month for nine months 
out of the year. Space constraints, limited 
seating and lighting configurations — as 
well as calendar conflicts with other town 
programs using the library — often make 
it difficult to schedule the types of artistic 
events experience tells us are of continu- 
ing interest to our community. So the 
creation of a new, intimate, coffee house 
style of performance space such as that 
we envision for the School Street Barn 
would be of great interest to us.” 

Messick cited the hard work of the town 
to have the barn included on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

“Tt’s an honor for the barn to be includ- 
ed on a list that also includes Faneuil Hall 
and Boston Commons and many other 
more well known historic places,’ she 
said, adding, “It also confers responsibil- 
ity on Agawam to preserve, protect and 
maintain the barn for future generations 
and to open it up so that people can see 
how truly unique it is.” 

Ultimately, both resolutions put before 
the council passed, the first by a vote of 7- 
4, while the second was unanimous.

other two would be on synthetic material and available for 
use all through the year because they would be covered in the 
winter months by air-supported structures. These structures 
would likely be inflated around Nov. 1 and would stay in 
place until late April. 

Industrial B zone 

Levesque said those domes will likely be 74 feet high, 
but Plex is requesting a special variance that would allow 
them to go as high as 80 feet as needed due to “minor vari- 
ances that may occur in the inflation process.” The property 
is in an Industrial B zone and the only structures that are 
allowed without a variance are those that are 40 feet or less 
in height. 

Cameron was not present at the meeting. When contacted 
by Agawam Advertiser News, he said that he had been heart- 
ened by the support he has received from town officials for 
the idea of a sports facility in Agawam. He praised Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen as a “very professional, hands-on person” 
who has been “extremely, extremely supportive.” 

At the meeting on Monday, Feb. 25, Levesque said that the 
Crowley family still owns the property, but that Plex has en- 
tered into a contract with them for its purchase. ZBA Chair 
Doreen Prouty, said that the board will need to see the pur- 
chase and sales agreement. 

“We always get the site plan [as approved by the planning 
board] before we approve” a variance, she said. Otherwise, 
the board would be approving on speculation. 

To-do list 

Levesque explained Cameron’s reasons for seeking the 
height variance first, before completing the planning process. 
He said that without permission for the domes, the project 
simply would not be feasible and will not go ahead. So the 
variance seemed a prerequisite to further planning. 

Several neighbors of the site spoke, and expressed concerns 
about traffic, noise, and water drainage. For the most part, the 
neighbors who spoke (who all expressed their fondness for 
the sport of soccer and their recognition of the town’s need 
for more sites for youth activities) seemed to find the project 
unobjectionable at least in broad outline. 

Prouty told Levesque, “We want a deeper, more in-depth 
explanation of the water situation,” including a detailed topo- 
graphical map. 

As the hearing concluded with the one-month continu- 
ance, Prouty said, “As for the planning, you need to start the 
process. You need to get going on that.”

Eliminated in opener by 
Northampton

AGAWAM - Normally, a team sitting at 4-14 with two 
games remaining in the regular season would just be “play- 
ing out the string.” 

But not the Agawam High School boys basketball team, 
which needed to win their final two games to sneak into 
the tournament with a second-place finish in the Central 
League. 

The Brownies had to do something that has been very dif- 
ficult for them this season, and that was to beat New Leader- 
ship. New Leadership has owned Agawam in league match- 
ups for the past three seasons, but the Brownies managed to 
upend New Leadership 80-68 in a game played at home. 

The Brownies would then play last Thursday night at Lud- 
low, quickly dispatching the Lions away 74-44 and qualified 
with a No. 11 seed at 6-14. 

The Brownies traveled on Monday night to play at 
Northampton. The results was not good for Agawam as they 
fell 80-60, but coach Dave Federico said he was very pleased 
with the fight his team had the entire way through the sea- 
son. 

“Happy that our kids fought hard all season,” said Fed- 
erico. “And happy that our seniors got to experience the play- 
offs one last time. We will regroup this offseason and come 
back stronger next year.” 

That regrouping will come in the form of eight return- 
ing seniors, including Tyler Desrosiers, the team’s leading 
scorer. Desrosiers will return to the team after having scored 
528 points this season. He is well on his way to breaking the 
1,000-point plateau sometime next season. 

Despite Agawam’s struggles as a team, Desrosiers was a 
constant scoring above 20 points in most of the contests this 
season. Very few teams were able to contain Desrosiers, who 
shot well from almost anywhere, including beyond the arc. 

He scored 25 in the loss against Northampton, the top for 
all Agawam shooters. Federico said Northampton’s shooting 
was the key to victory for the Blue Devils, a team Agawam 
was slightly familiar with as they played them once during 
the regular season. 

“We knew that we had to stop the dribble drive and weak 
side shooters and unfortunately they shot well from the out- 
side,” said Federico. 

Agawam struggled early to score, and would trail 40-23 at 
halftime. The Brownies played better in the second half, but 
Northampton still continued to score. Tyler Lyne scored 16 
and Patrick Oleksak added 13 for Agawam. 

Federico said next season the key to getting more victo- 
ries will be now allowing that “big quarter” to put Agawam 
behind. 

“We were in most games but usually had one quarter that 
hurt us,” said Federico. “It’s a learning process, and with all 
the talent we have coming back next year we will continue to 
battle.

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REGION - I was pleasantly surprised to 
be able to go cross-country skiing behind my 
home earlier in the day before last Saturday 
night’s snow-rain line guessing game. 

We abut a 1,000-acre wildlife preserve and 
are blessed to be able to hike and ski right 
out our back door on to miles of trails that 
are barely used by anyone else. With the day 
into night freeze-thaw cycle all week, I had 
feared our six inches of remaining blizzard 
base would be an ice cube. Not so. Instead, 
we had what is called “corn 
snow” granular conditions. 
This is when the bonds be- 
tween snow grains just start 
to melt, providing a velvety 
surface texture perfect for 
many types of usages. Essen- 
tially, the very top layer of 
snow softens just enough as 
almost snowflakes to allow 
you to ski virtually anywhere 
you want to without sinking 
down to the lower crunch 
ice levels, rocks and sticks. 
The top layer then re-freezes 
overnight, thus preserving 
our precious base. If you’re 
too early, the frozen surface 
can rattle out your fillings if 
you fall. Worse is arriving too late, after too 
many snow glue bonds have melted and the 
corn snow has turned into a slush puppy. 

Sunday was a different story, however. 
While expecting a snow event, we ended up 
with mostly freezing rain overnight mak- 
ing our base a virtual snow soup until later 
Sunday afternoon when temperatures cooled 
down enough and snowfall started sticking 
again. 

My point is cross-country skiing is as 
much about enjoying Mother Nature as it is 
projecting the best window of opportunity 
for strapping on the boards. Knowing the 
best snow conditions for your skis and abil- 
ity level is critical. 

With winter now in its waning weeks 
(maybe), it helped this Nordic Nomad to 
beat his total winter goal this weekend of 
21 separate ski outings. It certainly helps to 
have your own personal ski touring center 
right out the back door. But even if you don’t 
have that type of access, there are a bevy of

conservation areas, land trusts, wildlife man- 
agement areas (no hunting on Sundays), and 
recreational trails all around us. Just check 
out your town’s website or Google it. 

The best advice I have for more experi- 
enced traditional classical-style skiers is to 
get off the established trails. That may mean 
purchasing backcountry skis that are usu- 
ally wider and shorter, but kicking your own 
trails is where Nordic skiing began. 

There is nothing better in this world than 
navigating through a 
thick evergreen forest 
with freshly fallen snow. 
It’s like heaven. It takes 
some time to learn how 
to maneuver around a 
picker bush or rose thorn 
thicket, and where to 
see pathways of skiable 
space in between the 
trees and scrub line. But 
it is possible to master 
over time, and the re- 
wards are many. 

Most of my skiing in 
winter is spent off the 
main trails in forests. I 
now use an iPhone ap- 
plication called “Ski 
Tracks”, which not only measures your pace, 
elevation, direction and time, but also maps 
your chosen path so you know where you are 
in relation to home or vehicle. It’s always 
smart to bring two GPS-type devices. 

What I discover while backcountry skiing 
is not what classical and skate skiers stick- 
ing to the main trails normally would. First, I 
find more snow as it is not nearly as exposed 
to direct sunlight or compressed down. Old 
stone foundations are everywhere as are his- 
torical markers, storm ravaged areas, and 
even old Indian camps. What brings me back 
are the sights and sounds of nature. Animal 
tracks abound. Likewise, skiing up a side 
boulder cliff ridgeline on a forgiving angle 
provides a visual opening to a secret pond 
or field down below that not many other hu- 
mans have ever witnessed. 

Backwoods trekking is Nordic skiing at 
its very best. It has a survivalist sense that 
inspires our ancestral past.

There’s nothing sweeter than 
freshly fallen snow on evergreens 
or a secret pond covered in white. 
This view was only possible by ski- 
ing over an earthen beaver dam 
about 200 yards wide 
found off the beaten 
path. 
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Being able to get off trail and discover those hidden crevices and views is 
what backcountry skiing or snowshoeing is all about. 


Falcons stifled by Stalock
